lLDS) by inmates within facilities run by the Kentucky Department of Corrections. Tins 
includes any documents regarding Family History Centers operated within such 
facilities, and any documents referencing LDS Correctional Services, a division of LDS. 
Examples of such documents include contracts between the Kentucky Depat tment of 
Corrections and FamilySearch, often called a "Memorandum of Understanding, with an 
attachment describing FamilySearch s assistance.
